The indictment alleges the doctors 
failed to provide shelter, heat and 
protection for Wasson, who was an 
aged invalid in their care and that 
his death resulted. 

Affidavits of former nurses and 
attendants describe how Wasson was 


and a doctor declare in affidavits 
that his heels were frozen. 
$150 a Month for His Care. 
Wasson, who was 76 years old and 


a Civil War veteran, was placed in. 


the hospital in June, 1916. Members 
of his family paid $150 a month for 
his care. When he died diabetes was 


given as the cause and there was no 
inquest, but his son, C. M. Wasson, 
president and general manager of the 
Wasson Coal Co. at Harrisburg, em- 
ployed Attorney Hiram N. Moore of 
St. Louis to make an investigation. 
Moore obtained affidavits, which 
were turned over to Prosecuting At- 
torney Ralph, and the information 
was laid before the grand jury. 

Wasson, aécording to the affida- 
vit of Miss BE. M. Masters, a nurse, 
had a room in what was called the 
bungalow. According to her state- 
ment, the heat was ordered turned 
off by the doctors on-Jan.-29 and. 31; 
and in an effort to keep the patient | 
warm she covered him: with his 
bathrobe, his overcoat and the car- 
pet from the floor. 

Mattress on Bed Frozen. 

Miss Susan Nichols, another nurse, 
in her affidavit agys that it was s0 
cold in his room that a towel froze 
to the floor and the mattress of his 
bed was frozen. On Feb. 4 he was 
moved from the bungalow to an- 
other building and Miss Nichols no- 
ticed that his feet were blistered. 

Philander Craig, an undertaker of 
{238 North King’s highway. in hi) 
affidavit stated that Wasson’s heels 
were frozen and that there were no 
symptoms of diabetes. 

Dr. F. M. Hart of Harrisburg, in 
his affidavit stated that he examined 
the body and found the heels froz- 
en and that in his opinion this con- 
tributed in causing the death of Was- 
son. He declared that he found no

The peace organization of the so- 
ciety was evidently quite inadequate 
to the ratsing of the necessary funds 
and the expenditure of them and for 
its other great duties in time of war. 
On May 12, 1917, therefore, Presi- 
dent Wilson appointed a war coun- 
cil, with Mr. H. P. Davison at its 
head, and immediately plans were 
formed for an effective appeal to 
the country for needed contributions, 
By direction of the President, the 
week of June 18 to, 25 was devoted 
to that purpose. Largely through 
the genius of Mr. Davison, the move- 
ment was successfully carried out 
and $100,000,000 was subscribed. Of 
this $92,000,000 has been already 
collected. 

Country Is Organized. 

The work of organizing proper 
staffs for national headquarters and 
for the 13 geographical! divisions into 
which the activities were decen- 
tralized was immediately begun. It 
was greatly facilitated by the will- 
ingness of great leaders in every field 
of business to volunteer their service 
in the work. Mr. Davison has un- 
der him in various departments of 
the national headquarters, in the di- 
visional offices and abroad, men who 
have demonstrated their executive 
talent by years of business’ success. 
This has reduced the cost of admin- 
istration greatly. There’‘are 80 of 
these officials serving without cost 
to the Red Cross at national head- 
quarters alone. The cost of solicit- 
ing and collecting the $100,000,000 
did not cost 1 per cent. The funds 
were first deposited in 300 banks and 
trust companies in the country, and 
the needed transfer of the funds has 
been carried on by the Central Trust 
Co. of New York, as an assistant 
treasurer, without compensation, 

It would take too long to detail 
the departments and bureaus to 
which the multiform activities of the 
Red Cross have been distributed but 
the results justify the conviction that | 
a great task has been adequately per- 
formed. No one can know until he/| 
reads the very satisfactory report of 
the War Council of 135 printed 
pages, made to the meeting of the as- 
sociation Wednesday, what work has 
been done in four months, how un- 
like the work of any other society 
it is and how much more varied. The 
needs of oursSarmy and navy and of 
the armies and peoples of our allies, 
have called for emergent action, and 
it has been taken, 

$3,000,000 Spent,in U. 8. 

From the war fund upward of $3,- 
000,000 has been spent In this coun- 
try for hospital and emergency sta- 
tions at cantonments for sanitary 
service, for purchase of sweaters and 
blankets and comforters, Seven mil- 
lion dollars has been spént for yarn, 
flannel, gauze and other material to 
be made into gartnents and dressing 
by the chapters, who are to pay back. 
this sum into the war fund. 

Maj. Grayson M. P. Murphy, one 
of the War Council, was sent to take 
charge of the work tn France. That 
work covers not only the establish- 
ment of base and other hospitals for 
our own troops and those of our al- 
lies, but also the rehabilitation of 
civilians living without homes in 
devastated territory, extensive cam- 
pfigns against tuberculosis, now so 
widespread, and anticipatory prepa- 
ration for a much larger American 
army on the western front. Twenty- 
two. million dollars have been appro- 
priated and are now being expended 
under the direction of Maj, Murphy 
and upon the approval of the most 
competent committees. This amount 
will be doubled and perhaps trebled 
before next July. Transportation by 
truck of 824 tons a day and the 
warehousing of 100,000 tons have 
already been provided for. Through 
arrangements with the Shipping 
Board, space for what the Red Cross 
now needs has been found on At- 
lantic transports... Maj. Murphy has 
1000 workers under him and of these 
more than half are yolunteers with- 
out pay.

Pneumonia 
following measles is particularly in- 
creased in the Thirty-sixth Division 
and slightly increased in the Thirty- 
fourth, Thirty-eighth and Thirty- 
ninth. There have been a number of 


cases of pneumonia independent of 
measles, 

The report shows 190 deaths dur- 
ing the week in the national guard, 
of which 171 were from pneumonia; 
74 deaths in the national army, of 
which 47 were from pneumonia.

’ CONSCRIPTING THE RIVERS. 

The grant of $3,360,000 by the Federal Shipping 
Board for 24 barges and four tugs to be used op 
the Mississippi makes very clear to St. Louisans 
the two lines along which private initiative 
should supplement the efforts of the Government. 

‘No single yard on the rivers has the capa- 
| city for. constructing these 28 vessels in time 
to be of service during the coming season of 
navigation. Some part of them should be built 
in St. Louis. The plans for @ local shipyard 
backed by a corporation with ample capital 
should be forwarded with all possible energy and 

With ocean and lake yards overwhelmed by the 
problem of providing new vessels faster than 


submarines’ can destroy them, the construction 


of these river craft becomes pecullarly a task 
for river ports. The metropolis of the Mississippi 
Valley should assume the leadership in creating 
facilities for executing such of the eontracts as 
may equitably be assigned to St. Louis. No 
slacker sptrit should permit-this opportunity to 
be lost through a failure to appreciate the im- 
portance of the plan in a general sense and its 
special importance to the future of the river coun- 
try. 

And, df course, St. Louis leadership should be 
made potent, not only in building the craft, but 
in measures for utilizing them after they he- 
come available. The rivers are to be conscripted, 
but reliance cannot be placed on the Govern- 
ment alone. If the new policy is to amount to 
anything, it must have the support of private 
capital. Paternalism will ,not solve the prob- 
lem. The Shipping Board’s fleet must be aug- 
mented by vessels under private ownership. 
Agencies must be provided to take control of 
craft under both ownerships\ and operate them. 

Years of discussion and conference and exhor- 
tation have brought small results in the restora- 
tion of river trade. Now comes a time when all 
the laborious effort of the past may be made 
fruitful. If the chance goes for nought, we may 
despair of our hopes ever being realized. Indif- 
ference and inertia are unseen foes that have 
wrought a greater destruction to river naviga- | 
tion than the unseen foe imperilling ocean navi- 
gation has done and ever will be able to do.
